the 1947 Yanan reetifleation, tt te very meaningful for ue to review the hletorteal 
expertences of the Yanan reetifleation and to study in these parttleular daye the relevant 
'lecusslons of Comrade Mao Zedong, Thie to also a very good way to commemorate the late 
Comrade Mao Zedong, 


lhe Yanan recttif leation wae a moat brilliant page in our party hletory; It wae aleo a 
great ploveertinog undertaking In the taternattlonal communtet movement, It has played and 
continues to play a tremendous role in the course of our party bullding, 


I, was by no means aceldental that the Yanan rect if leatton should have taken place in the 
early 1940's, It wae the inevitable neceselity of the development of the Chinese revolue 
tion at that time, with «a profound Wletor’ coal background, 


Our party had a history of two decades tro tte founding to the early 1940'«, During 
that pertod, the Chinese reyolutlon had achleved great victorles while suffering sertous 
setbacks; there were expertences of successes and aleo lessons in faltlure, In order to 
lead the Chinese resolutton to continue marching forward, it was extremely necessary for 
our party to eum up the expertences of the Chinese revolution so that the whole party 
wight draw a demarcation Line between the correct gulding tdeology and the wrong one, 
further master the esclentifie thinking of combining MarztateLeniniat theory with the 
practice of the Chinese revolution, heighten the consclentlousness of Implementing the 
correct tine, principle, and polley, and on thio baste, realize the untfteatton of the 


whole party in ideology and politica and unanimity In aetton, 
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between the /Zunyl meeting and the Slath Vlenary Sesealon of the Sizth CYC Central Com 
mittee, our party erlttletzed and corrected Wang Ming's “Leftiet" errore to the latter 
part of the lOeyear clyll war and hie rightilet errors at the taltlal stage of the war 
Of resistance ayatioest Japan, Nonetheless, because there was not enough tle to eum up 
ayetematically on a partywide scope the historical expertlences and lessons of the 
party and to carry on overall tdeological education from the top to the grassroots 
level with leadership, the perntolous effects of Wang Ming's errors, which were mainly 
wubjectivion and sectarlantom expressed in the eflects of stereotyped party writing 

ln the whole party, had not been eliminated, It tmpeded the untfteation and unanimity 
of the party, and even continued to bring Injurtles to the revolutionary cause in some 
reylons and som aspects io oa certaln perlod, Some comrades within the party lacked 
correct understanding of Wang Ming's errors, while others, though they understood such 
errors, were wot very clear about why such errors should have taken place and what 
could have been the causes of them, 


Alter the war of resistance ayalost Japan broke out, 4 large number of reyvolut lonartes 
Of petite bourgeots orlylin jolned the party, They had revoluttlonary enthustlasm but 
had not recelyved a comparatively systematic education in Marzlem and had not gone 
through strict tdeoloyical remolding, lhey had brought with them into the party some 
petite bouryveots and noneproletartan ideas, feelings, and styles, It was easter for 
them to accept and apprectate some empty revolutionary phrases and to display short- 
comloye and detects that were counter to the requirements for the party epirit of the 
proletariat, these new party members accounted for an overwhelming majority in the 
party at that time, this provided certain soll for the growth of subjectiviam, sec- 
tarianiom, and party jargon in the party, 


lhe CVO Central Comittee and Comrade Mao Zedony initiated the partywide rectification 
campatyo precisely to chanye the situation of incomplete unanimity in tdeological 
thinking and the rather complicated ideological conditions inatde the party. At that 
Lime, our party was at the most diff_lcult stage of the anti-Japanese war, which was 
tuen locked ton a stalemite, In order to overcome the difficulties, it was alao neces- 
gary and posslble to carry out a partyewlde rectifteation, 


lhe untversal rectification at that time had yone through long-term preparations in 
politicos, tdeoloyy, theory, and organization, As Comrade Mao Zedong put it, such 
preparations had been in progress since the Zunyl meeting, and the pertod of prepara- 
tions could be roughly divided into two stages, 


During the perfod between the Zunyl meeting and the time prior to the Sizth Plenary 
Seaston of the Slath CVC Central Committee, Comrade Mao Zedong summed up the experlences 
of the Chinese revolution in ite political line and military line separately, criticized 
Wanye Ming's political etrategy of “leftist" closed-doortem and hie military “lefttet” 
doymatiam, and formulated the correct political tactics and the strategy and tactics 

of the Chinese revoluttonary war, He continued to sum up the ezperlences of the 

Chinese revolution on the high plane of Marxist world outlook and methodology, reveal- 
lug the essence of the errors of dogmatiom, and thus provided a powerful philosophical- 
tdeoloylceal weapon for the partyewlde rectiflecation, 


During the perlod between the Sixth Plenary Session of the Sizth CPC Central Committee 
and the time prior to the beginning of the 1942 party-wide rectification, our party 
corrected Wany Ming's error of rightist capitulattonitam at the initial stage of the 
anti«Japanese War, the dominating position of the correct line, with Comrade Mao 
fedony a9 ites representative, wae fturther consolidated and strengthened in the whole 
party, 
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Comrade Mau Zedong continued to do «a tremendous amount of work in tdeolowleal theory, 
systematically expounded the basic principle of Marzlem on combloing theory with prace 
tice, and criticized the erroneous Ideas of gubjectiviam, At the proposal of Comrade 
Mao Zedong, the C’C Central Comittee organized sentor cadres of the party to study 
the basic theorles of Marszlame-Leniniam, to wtudy and do research on the party hiletory, 
to sum up the historical expertences of the party, and to clarify what wae right of 
wrong in the political line, As a result, a fundamentally unanimous understanding 
was reached on the basia of MarzlameLeniotom and a baste condithlon was created tor 
the partyewlde rectification, 


hy the spring of 1942, the condition for a partywide rectification was ripe and the 
universal unfolding of the rectification campalyn was then an inevitability, In 
Vebruary that year, Comrade Mao Zedong made the well-known speeches "Kectify the 
Party's Style of Work" and "Oppose Stereotyped Varty Writing,” and explicitly pro- 
posed that the taske for the partyewlde rectification should be opposing subjectiviem 
ao as to rectify the style in etudying, opposing sectarianiam so ag to rectify the 
party's atyle, and opposing stereotyped party writing so aw to rectify the atyle of 
writing, thereupon, a partyewide universal rectification campalyn began,

The most important task of the Yanan rectification was to oppose subjectiviam, to 
solve the contradiction between Marszlom and subjectiviem Inealde the party, and to arm 
the whole party with the principle of combining Marzlat-Leniniat theory with the prac- 
tice of the Chinese revolution, 


Over a long pertod of time, our party had been dominated by subjectiviam, the Iin- 
juries inflicted on the party by subjectiviem had been extremely grave; it had almost 
ruined the cause of the Chinese revolution, Whether It wae the rightist opportuntem 
of Chen Dustu or the “leftiet" opportuntem of Wang Ming, both their Ideologies took 
root in subjectiviem, 


Nonetheless, people had not understood thie problem for a long time, Therefore, errors 
had continued to take place in successton, Take the pertod of the Second Civil War, 
As soon as Comrade Qu Chiubat'a error was corrected, there appeared the error of 
Comrade Li Liean, No sooner was Comrade Li Lisan's error corrected than there was the 
error of Wang Ming. 


There were mistakes time and again, while in thelr ideology there was one thing in 

common, namely, the divorce of theory from practice and the incongruity between the 
subjective will and the objective realities, They did not proceed from the actual 

conditions in understanding and solving problems, but proceeded from books or their 
subjective will or copled forelgn expertlences, 


Since the Zunyi meeting, the CVC Central Committee, with Comrade Mao Zedony as ite 
representative, had proceeded from the actual conditions and formulated and imple- 
mented a line, principles, and polictes in conformity with the objective conditions 
WMiich enabled the Chinese revolution to adopt a road of victorious development, It 
can be clearly seen from the positive and negative experiences of the Chinese revo- 
lution that to oppose and correct aubjectiviem in the guiding Ideology of the party 
io a matter of life and death of our party, 


Under the circumstances at that time, dogmactam, among various form of the Ideological 
methodology of subjectiviem, was the greatest danger to the revolution, Doygmatiates 
had once bewildered and captured many people, and it was not easy to reveal the errors 
of dogmatiom and to eliminate ite pernicious effects, The Marziet explanations which 
Comrade Mao Zedong made on the definitions of theory and theorletes played an important 
role in exposing the deception of dogmatiam, 
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He sald: “There tea only one genuine theory in the world, namely, the theory drawn from 
mid availa proved by Coby fore tive pract lew, Save that » no other thinve ta question are 
worth the name of theory,” (“Selected Worka of Mao Zedong," Vol ‘, 1D 77%) Only when 
we study and solve practtoal probleme with a Marxtat view le tt posnthble for us to give 
the problem a selentiftle explanation and a theoretical demonatratton and for ua to 
hecome the theortete and needed by our party C'Selected Works of Mao Zedong," vol 3,

lhese toclelve dleacusatona by Comrade Mao Zedony clarti ted aome muddled tdeaa which had 
long extuted within the party and rateed people's tdeclogtcal understanding to a new 
level, enabliow some people who had committed errors of doygmatiam or who had heem 
decelyved by tt to widely wake up from their perplexity and to understand that empty 
theorles divorced from practloe were not yenuine theorles and that such "theorlea" were 
not only of no help but very harmful to the revolution, People who can only recite 
ome phtases of MarxtleameLeninianm but do not apply them, or who do not know how to apply 
them can not be counted as theorlate by any meanes, 


ln the otrugyle agatnat subjectivieam, with dogmattan as tte chlef expresston, Comrade 
Mao Zedong spectally emphaatzed that communtate should devote thetr efforte to the atudy 
of the actual condition of China, tnceluding tte hletory and present conditions, Tt was 
necessary to have a grasp of the apiritual essence of MarzlemiLentniam, to apply it to 
the concrete environment of China, to link MarxlateLeniniat theortes with the practice 
of the Chinese revolution, and to create new things tn China, 


Hoymatiote euch as Wang Ming prectaely ran counter to thie, They only talked about the 
cxpertences of foretyn countries uneritteally, They 'lved only on hooks and had funda} 
wentally “forgotten thelr duty to learn and create new thinga."” ("Selected Worka of 

Mao Zedong,” vol 3, p 796) They themselves had o- posttive Initlatives, but destroyed 
the Initiatives in others, suppressing the growth of all new tdeas, 


burloy thelr control of the whole party, reyvoluttonary tdeas were untnformed and their 
thinking became osalfled, Ag a result, there was no vitality to speak of In the party, 
ind the Chinese revolution was led almost lato a dead alley, Therefore, the Yanan 
recttifteation had to primartiy atm agatnet dogmatiom toside the party, In particular, 
Wane Ming's “lefttat" dogmatiam, 


Stereotyped party writing wae the expresston of subjectiviem in the style of writing; 
without the elimination of atereotyped party writting, lively revoluttonary tdeas would 
fall to be Inaptred, the trutheseeking apirit would fall to be carried forward, and 
there would otf ll be a hiding place for subjectiviem, Therefore, in order to thoroughly 
ppose subjectiviem, It was necessary to oppose atereotyped party writing almulta- 
neously, 

We ehould potat outs lhe otroug#le avalnat sublectiviem and dogmattam did not mean in 
ny sense that they atudy of Marxtat-Lentotlat theorles could be relayed or neglected tn 
the loaets lostead, atronver atreas on the Important task of studying theory was made, 
in the party history, the reason why the erroneous 'eaderahip of dogmatiam was able to 
dominate the whole party wae prectaely the weakness of a low level of understanding 

f Marxlom-Leniotem on the party of the whole party (and of course, the low leve' of 
understanding in the Chinese revolution), Veople fatled to recognize the pauedo- 
Marviot-Lentiotet things spread by dogmatiate, and even If they did, they lacked the 
theoretical weapon to fight avainat them, 
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Comrade Meo Zedong had long felt the serlousness of thie problem, We not only proposed 
to the whole party the task of studying MarzlateLeninoiot theortes, but carneatly orace 
tised what he advocated and devoted tremendous efforts ta atudylaw “arvlot«lLentoter 
theorles with China's revolutlonary practice, and had written @any famous works on 
Marzlame-Leniotem, We aleo vave direct guidance to the leading comrades ton the CM 
Central Committee on atudying Marziet philosophy. 


The Yanan rect tif icatton was unfolded on the baste of the requirement that sentor cadres 
should work hard to master Marziat-Leniniot theorles, whille the theoretical level of the 
Whole party was heightened in the course of the rect tf leation, At the expanded confer 
ence of the Political tureau held in September 1941, Comrade “Yao Zedong proposed the 
theorlzation of the Chinese revolution in Line with “Marziom, ao ae to expound the lopor 
tance of summing up the expertlence of the Chinese revolution with Yarziat theorles, 

This idea te of great theoretical value and significance in practice, Torether with the 
idea of "making Marxiam concrete in China,” it has demonetrated the tdeolowical ortn- 
ciple of linking the universal truth of Marziam Leniotem with the concrete oractice of 
the Chinese revolution in two aspecta, 

"The truth of Marziam-Leniniom will rise only when aubjectiviam ta overthrow,” 
(Selected Works of Mao Zedong," Yol 3, » 758) The Yanan rectification erittetzed sub- 
jectiviam, dogmatiam itn particular, on the one hand; on the other, tt developed the 
princtple of combining Marztam-Leniniamwith the practice of the Chinese revolution, 
Thus, the epirit of the broad party members was enabled to be emancipated from the 
bondage of aubjectiviam, In particular, dogmatiom, Thet ta why the Yanan rect if icatton 
was aald to be a great ideological emancipation campalyn, which hae opened up a broad 
way for the development of Marztam-Leniniom in China, 


The greatest feat of the Yanan rectification was to make the whole party master the 
fundamental ortentation of combining “Yarsiam-Leniniom with China's revolutlonary prac- 
tice and to learn the method of solving practical probleme of the revolution with 
Marxlat-Leniniat theorles. Thus, it establiahed the tdeolgotcal unification of the 
party on thie baela, 


rtf 
Opposing sectartantem was another major task for the Yanan rectification, 


In order to realize the uniftecation of the whole party, It wae not enough to achleve 
unification in tdeology; there alao had to be untfication In orgontzation, with which 
to guarantee the unification of Ideology. The atrugzle avzainat sectartlaniom was to 
solve the problem of ensuring the untfication of the whole party tn the organizational 
line, 


In the partyhistory, subjectiviom anu sectartantom coeztated and were tnterdependent, 
While the guiding Ideology wae eubjectiviem, the organizational line wae Inevitably 
sectarian. Sectartaniam developed with the growth of subjectiviem, and conversely 
supported the domination of the leadership of subjectiviam, helping the growth of sub- 
jectiviem, Therefore, in order to thoroughly oppose aubjectiviem, it was essential to 
thoroughly oppose sectartaniam at the same time, 


After the Zuny! Conference, scctartaniam no longer played the dominant role inaide the 
party, However, ite remnan atill extated, for inatance, mountain atronghold menta- 
lity, small group mentality, launity between one department of region vith another, 
and 60 on. 
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lhe varlous expresstons of sectarlaniom within the party, as llated by Comrade Ma 
Jedonge | ‘Wectify the ityle / the Varty,” ali had to he opposed and rrected, 
however, the moet dangerous of them, which would bring the greatest injury to the party, 


wae the refusal to obey the leaderahio, lt sabotaved the unlfleattion of the party, in 
jured the unlty of the party, and was fundamentally antagontattic to the organizattonal 
orloctole of the wf Oletartan Td \f 1s al party, and it had t TG resolutel / oppe aed and 


orrected tn partloular, 


lhoge who refuse to obey the leaderehip fall to acquire an overall point of view, They 
meow rrect Jo handilow the relation between the totereata of the part and the tntere 
wate oof the whole, “they a.waye put undue etress on that part of the work for which 

they themselves are reaponsitble and alwaye with to subordinate the Interesta of the 
Jhole ¢ the Intereste of thelr own part ("Selected Works of Mao Zedong," Vol $, p/79) 
lhey even tojlure and @acrifice the interesta of the whole for the Interesta of the part, 


they have 1 aenee f dtactoliow, lhey forget that the minority te subordinate to the 
slority, that the lower level le subordinate to the higher level, that the part te sub- 
ordinate to the whole, to partlioular, they forget the moat fundamental principle tnatde 
oarty that the whole le subordinate to the party Central Committee, They disre- 
yard the orloctole that the party Central Committee ta to concentrate the will of the 
whole oarty, holdlov themselves wieer than the party Central Committee, lhey attach no 
ittention to the resoluttons and toaetructtons of the Central Committee, while going 
thelr own way) of obey part of them, whtle dlaobeying the reat, obeying the part that 
sulte them, of vice verga, “They have confused the correct things as bringing forward 
the ability to work todependently and the creativity of Marztem with erroneous things 
mich ae dlgoheyance of the higher level, disobeyance of the majority, disobeyance of the 
arty Central Committee, maktiog the Individual antagontatic to the party and above the 
marty (maklow oneself consptofous), and tndividualteatic herotem (which differs from 
national herolem and herotem of the masses), (Outline for propaganda drafted by “ao

fhey have oo gense of unlty, They fall to understand that the unity of the party ta 
the lifeline of the party and that the untque center of untty of the party ta the party 
Central Committee, The party organizations and work of any regton or any department are 
mn logeparable oart, under the untitled leadership of the Central Committee, 


thoy have oo genee of the masses, They are not willing to make the Interesta of their 
wh @loorlty subject to the taterests of the whole party and the whole people, They 
oly think of the toteresta of a minority of people and totally forget the interests of 
the whole party and the whole people, In cadre poll y, they appolnt people hy favorite 
lem bot oot on thele mertta, They draw people of their kind over to their side, while

/nanye Guotao wae an extremely grave example of asserting Independence from the Central 
Committee of the party, Comrade Mao Zedong often cited this example to warn the whole 
oarty, to orevent the occurrence of sucha phenomenon, and to eliminate var lous phenomena 
‘ Afeuntfleation, Comrade “ao Zedong aalds “We should encourage comrades to take 

the ftotereata of the whole tato account, Vyery party member, every branch of work, 

, wid every action must proe wed from the taterestea of the whole party, 

(t+ fe abeolutely Impermiasthle to violate this principle.” ("Selected Works of Mao 
Zedong," Yol 4, 0 779) thie should become a motto for every one of us communists, 


every e@tatement

Comrade Mao Zedong poloted outt Those who assert thie kind of "Independence" are usual- 
ly wedded to the doctrine of "me firet" and are generally wrong on the question of the 
relationship between the todividual and the party, Although in words they profess re- 
spect for the party, ln practice they put themselves firet and the party second, 


This analyete by Comrade Mao Zedong te applicable not only to those who assert Indepen« 
dence, but to all who are engayed in sectartantem, To oppose sectarlaniteom 16 In essence 
to golve the problem of the relattons between the tadividual and the party and between 
the part and the whole, 


vectartantom te an expresseton of tndividuallem of the bourgeotale and petite Lourgeolale 
Interwoven with the mentality of the feudal gulld system ineide the party, It te dia- 
metrloally opposed to the party epirit of the proletartat and the spirit of communtem, 
fhoge who have oot gone through education to Marxtem, those who have not been atrietly 
traltoed tn party eplrit are eastly statned with the mentality of sectartaniam and make 
it grow in them, 


lherefore, It le abeolutely essential to conduct tdeological education within the party 
In taklog the toterest@ of the whole lato account, observing discipline, consolidating 
unity, and gettliog up tlee with the masses, and to conduct education in the party 

apirtit of eubjectiog personal interests to the Interests of the party while advecating 
the epirit of communtem, The strugvle against sectartantom in the Yanan rect if tea ton 
wae to conduct eyetemattic education ta thie fleld among party cadres and the broad party 


members,

lhe Yanan rect tf toation wae a etruggle of Marzieam agatost subjectiviem, of proletartan 
ldeolowy avalost ooneproletartan tdeology. in thie struggle, varlous non-proletartan 
ldecolovles could not but give expresston to themselves, and liberallem was one of the 
meat conaple vous of them, 


Liberalliom exviated rather untversally and serlously tnetde the party at that time. Some 
people falled to tell clyht from wrong pollttoally and tdeologtcally, falling to critt- 
lve or wave etrugele agatost erroneous speeches, but coexteted with erroneous tdeas in 
peace and went eo far as to show eympathy for them, They resented the practice of critt- 
clam of erroneous speeches and were sentimental toward those who had been critictzed for 
thelr erroneous speeches, holding that the critictam had gone to extremes, 


Some people advocated absolute freedom of speech and action, they dented and even felt 
dJievuated with the party'a princtple and the sense of organization and diacipline, They 
out thelr personal optntons to firet place while caring not for organization and dis- 
cloline. Grounded on the atreas for “democracy,” some people advocated the free develop- 
ment of varlous kinda of tdeology and opposed the correctton of erroneous Ideas in 

vw cordance with party principle on the part of the leadership, Some people violated 

the party's orinciple, arbitrarily spreading all kinds of rumors that Injured the party 
and the foterestea of the revolut lon, and #0 on and #o forth, All these expressions of 
liberallem tn tdeology, politicos, and organization gravely injured the unifted will, 
unified action, and untfled diacipline of the party. 


therefore, it was very essential for the Central Committee of the party and Comrade 
“ao Zedony to regard correcting the trend of Iiberallem as an Important part of the 
rectification to be carried out untversally in the whole party. 
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When speaking of probleme concerning the reetification, Comrade Mao Zedong and comrades 
in leading poste of the localities at that time, such as Comrade Deny Alaoping, placed 
the strugwle against liberallem on the same important plane ae the struggle againat 
subjectiviem, sectarlaniom, and stereotyped party writing. 


Directed at the seltuation of the tlood of Iiberallem and vartous erroneous tdeas, 
Comrade Mao Zedong proposed that it was essential to refute erroneous Ideas in an 
organized way, 


Speaking of thle problem in a report made to an advanced study group on 24 May 1942, he 
sald: In «a place where communtete are in the majority, it happens that no one stands out 
and refutes erroneous Ideas when they appeal, Some people lack the courage to refute 
erroneous tdeas when they actually know those tdeas to be wrong. It Ie essential to 
expand the effects of Marziam, and erroneous opinions should not be developed, The 
growth of petite bourgeola tdeology has affected the growth of the correct tdeology of 
the proletariat in breadth, Whe an erroneous opinion occurs, a communist should uphold 
principle and tomedlately refute the opinion, 


On the one hand, tree expreseston should be given to whatever opinions; on the other, 
refutation should be organized against erroneous views, These two aspects are 
Inseparable, thie statement by Comrade Mao Zedong has demonstrated the firm Marxist 
stand which @ communtat should take, 


fhe Zuny! Meeting held tla January 1955 ended the domination of the Central Committee of 
the party by the “leftlet errors with Wang Ming ase the representative, and reestablished 
the correct line, 


However, there alao appeared some mistakes and deviations after the Zunyl meeting; they 
were chlefly the growth of Liberallem, Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out: before the Zunyi 
meeting, the main trend within the party was “leftiom" and struggle which had been 
carrled to extremes, After the Zunyl meeting, the chief bad tendency within the party 
wae liberallem. Though struggle which had been carried to extremes still existed, and 
in some places the phenomenon was ettll rather grave, it was no longer the main trend 

in the whole party, Nonetheless, some comrades who had committed "leftist" errors in 
the past, again committed mistakes of rightiat Liberaliom after the Zunyl conference, 


After the Zunyl meeting, our party implemented the correct policy of lentency tnatde and 
outelde the party in correcting “leftiet" errors. Vor instance, inaide the party, 
whoever had committed a mieatake would be dealt with in accordance with the lLentent 
policy so long ae he resolutely corrected himself, This policy had achleved a good 
result, Nonetheless, in the concrete implementation of this policy, it had been 
incorrectly explained by some localities and departments, resulting in changing the 
lentent polley into Iiberaltem, 


Short of a serious attitude in the treatment of cadres, some departments focused on 
unity and education while neglecting the critictem of and even necessary struggle against 
thelr errors, Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out: This was a misunderstanding of the policy 
of lentency, resulting in benumbing oneself and making onself muddleheaded. The party's 
correct polley on cadres should be: Firat, unity; second, criticitom should be practiced 
when mistakes occur. ("Mao Zedong's Speech at the Senlor Cadres Conference of the 
Shaankt-Ganeu-Ningxla border Area," November 1942) When opposing carrying struggle to 
extremes ineide the party, it did not mean to substitute it with unprincitpled peace 
within the party, eliminating active tdeological atruggle.

Comrade Mao Zedong poloted out: Liberallem conflicts fundamentally with Marxiem, I[t ts 
negative and objectively has the effect of helping the enemy. ("Selected Works of Mao 
Zedong, Vol 2, » 532) Marzleom ta, in essence, critical; it criticizes the old world, 
the bourgeolele, and other bad things which are non-proletarian, On the other hand, 
liberallem eliminates tdeological struggle and takes a laissez-faire attitude toward 
erroneous and ugly phenomena, 


The elimination of Ideological struggle means to give up the tdeological fight of Marxtom 
and to tolerate the attack of non-proletartan Ideas against Marxism, permitting them to 
occupy the tdeologwical tleld. The growth of Liberaliem will inevitably give rise to 
the spread of a decadent, Philistine attitude, “bringing about political degeneration 

in certain unite and tadividuals in the party and the revolutionary organizations."

The practice of over-simplification and being rough will not 
help solve problems, but will intensify the contradictions. 


As the Yanan rectification had implemented correct but not distorted, serious but not 
superfictal eritictom and self-criticiom, it finally “achleved the two-fold objective of 
clarity in ideology and unity among comrades" ("Selected Works of Mao Zedong," Vol 2, p 
497) and the unprecedented unity of the whole party.

It is four decades since the Yanan rectification took place. In looking at this event 
40 years afterward, more and more do we find its significance unfathomable, 


Shortly after the rectification was universally unrolded, Comrade Mao Zedong expressed 
mich determination, saying: It is necessary to thoroughly oppose subjectivism; it must 
be done well, and it is imperative for us to make such a determination. If the work is 
not done well, we will do it again; if a poor job is done in second time, we will do it 
a third time. To make it short, we will do the work thoroughly. If some people should 
oppose it, it ts necessary for us to make evpolanations. If they are not convinced, we 
will make more explanations; we must make them completely convinced. To make it short, 
we must carry the work through to the end. We must rectify the three styles and let 
there be a thorough tdeological change. (Speech by Mao Zedong concerning the rectifica- 
tion of the three styles, 21 April 1942). 


As a result of years of concerted efforts by the whole party, the Yanan rectification 
achleved the purpose of changing the ideological condition of the whole party as Comrade 
Mao Zedong had expected. "Ensuring the unanimity of the party in Ideology and politics 
and the purity of the composing elements of party organization" (Speech by Mao Zedong at 
the solree marking the 22nd Anniversary of the founding of the CPC and the 6th anniver- 
sary of the war of resistance against Japan, | July 1943) Our party stood before the 
Chinese people with a brand new feature. 


The initiation and leadership of the Yanan rectification campaign was one of the great 
contributions of Comrade Mao Zedong in party building. On the basis of summing up the 
Yanan rectification, he set up a fine ideological style and work style for the CPC, 
formed a complete doctrine in party building, enriched and developed MarxismLeninisn in 
the theory of party building, and left us a precious spiritual wealth that should be 
passed down generation after generation. The Yanan rectification has educated several 
generations of Chinese communists, including the older generation of revolutionartes of 
our party. It ie through them that the fine tradition formed in the Yanan rectification 
is passed down generation after generation, enabling our party to stand whatever test of 
hardship and danger. 


‘MC NATIONAL AFFAIRS 
The reasons for the tremendous success of the Yanan rectification were many, and the most 
important polots are: First, the Central Committee of the party, with Comrade Mao Zedong 
as its representative, was united and unanimous, and they were unified itn tdeological 
cognition. Second, the party's line, princtples, and policies since the Zuny! meeting 
had been proved to be correct by practice and understood by the broad party members, 
Third, the main trend of the party was good, Correct style and healthy strength had a 
dominant place tnside the party, while unhealthy tendenctles held a secondary place, 
Fourth, the Central Committee of the party formulated a whole set of correct principles, 
policies, measures, and methods in guiding the rectification campaiyn. Fifth, there had 
been long-standing preparations in tdeology and theory, 


Historical expertences have demonstrated that after our party corrected an erroneous 
gulding ideology that had domtnated the whole party, reestablished the correct line, and 
realized a historic change, tt was inevitable to unfold an all-round party rectifteatton 
with unifying tdeology and rectifying style as its main tarvet. 


this conforms to the law of historical phenomena, On the one hand, it is necessary to 
eliminate the remnants and efforts of erroneous ideas of the past; on the other, it is 
necessary to solve new problems emerging under the new historical condition so that the 
whole party may unite as one in leading the Chinese revolutionary cause to advance in big 
strides on the basis of Marxism-Leninism. It was so with the Yanan rectification, and it 
isn the same case with the party rectification we are carrying on today, 


However, our conditions today are yvreatly different from those of the Yanan days. Our 
party has become the leading party of the political power of the whole country, and the 
contingent of the party has grown much larger. Having vone through the LO years of ture 
moll of the “Cultural Revolution," the party's fine style has been greatly sabotaged, 

fhe impurity of organization is more serious than it was in the Yanan days. the party is 
in a more complicated historical environment than it was before. The corrosion of vartous 
non-proletarian ideas has grown more serious, ideas which have corrupted and are corrupt- 


ing some communists, 


At the same time, our party is facing the complicated and arduous task of modernization. 
lherefore, the concrete tasks of our current party rectification are different trom those 
of the Yanan rectification; it possesses new characteristics and new contents. [t will 
not only universally carry on education in MarzsismLeniniam and rectify tdeological style 
as it did in the Yanan rectification, but will focus on the weeding out [qing Li 3237 
1210) in organization, which will be regarded as an important target in the current party 
rectification. Even .o, the basic experiences of the Yanan rectification are still of 
realistic signif! ance today; we have the same essential conditions for success as the 
Yanan rectification. In addition, our party has accumulated many new experiences, 
fherefore, we are sure to gay that the current party rectification will certainly achtleve 
the same great victory as the Yanan rectification, 


Hack in 1945, Comrade Mao Zedong explained the significance of the Yanan rectif leatton 
it the height of summing up the historical experiences of the party. He said: We did 
not win victory either in the northern expedition war or the agrarian revolutionary war. 
(hia was because, objectively, the strength of imperialiam and the KML was powerful and, 
gubjectively, it was because we were not spiritually prepared, we were muddleheaded, and 


there were mistakes In our pol icles. 
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At present, regarding the objective conditions at home and abroad, there is the possi- 
bility of our winning victory. The question is that we should be spiritually prepared. 
the rectification ta recent years is to make spiritual preparation for the victory, to 
prepare the CPC for the natlonwide victory. (Mao Zedong's speech at the central party 
whool, 29 February 14645) the Yanan rectification in the forties had spiritually pre- 
pared conditions tor the nationwide victory of the new democratic revolution. Likewise, 
we can Also say that the current party rectification of the eighties is spiritually 
preparing the conditions for the victory of the soctalist modernizat tons. 


In his speech made in April 1942, Comrade Mao Zedony had this to say on the historical 
role of the Yanan rectification: to overcome the present difficulties, to welcome a 
bright future, and to create a new world, we should make the same estimation of the 
party rectification we are carrying on today.

has explained this to the U.S. through proper channels, Wang said. 


Citing the work performances achteved in the past year, Wang sald the ministry has 
created diplomatic relations with several newly emerging nations, including the Solomon 
Iglands, Dominica and St. Kitts and Nevis. In the meantime, this country has also 
strengthened bilateral relations with nations in the West and South Pacific, including 
Fiji andthe Marshall Islands. In the first 11 months of this year, he said, the zgovern- 
ment and private organizations had participated in 599 international conferences and 85 
similar activities abroad. 


During the press conference, Gen. Wang Miao, military spokesman for the Ministry of 
National Defense, said the Chinese Communist Air Force had tightened their control after 


their pilots Wu ‘unv-ken, Sun Tlen-chin, and Wang Hsueh-cheng flew their MIG fighters 
to freedom. He said the communtsts had imposed various measures on their pilots includ- 
ing investigation of backgrounds and education. Mock interceptions and shoot and kil]
